More Arab Publications 


Outstanding among new 
Arabic publications are, ac- 
cording to “Al Ahram,” the 
works of Tewflk Mufrij) and 
Madame Saidah Shuftetri. Muf- 
rij, the author of an excellent 
trenslation of Omar Khayam's 
Rubeiyat. entitied his new 
book “Ala Dafaf e-Nil” (On 
the Shores of the Nile). Ihus- 
trated with maps and pictures 
from Egypt's history it is de- 
dicated to the Wafd leader 
Mustapha Nahas Pasha in ap- 
preciation of “his ouistanding 
efforts for Egypt.” 

Madame Shufteirj is another 
of the few Egyptian women 
writers who have appeared 
during the last few decades. 
Her book “E) Islam wa el 
Ussur el Haditha,” which ix 
transiated in French (“Islam 
et les Temps Modernes”™) fol- 
lows in the footsteps of the 
great Mosiem reformer Sheikh 
Mohammed Abdu in advocat- 
ing the emancipetion of the 
Egyptian woman. It includes, 
according to the 
press. rhymed passages from 
the Koran which refer to the 
rights of women. 


A-book written with an eye 
to the special needs of Egypt 
in the field of cotton growing 
and textile industry has jus‘ 
been published by Abdul 
Rahim Shafik Hasameh (Egyp- 
tian Press, Cairo, pp.560). It 
is well illustrated and is re- 
ported to be an outstanding 
and up to date attempt to pre- 
sent in popular form all es- 
sential knowledge on its sub- 
jects. 

A former Palestinian Arab. 
Azmi Bey Nashashibi, is the 
author of “Min el Kuds e- 
Sharif ila e-Najaf el Ashraf” 
(From Holy Jerusalem to the 
Sacred Nejaf). Well known in 
Jerusalem as a former director 
of the PBS. Arabic section. 
Mr. Nasmashibi has previously 
published “Min el Kuds ila 
London” (From Jcrusalem to 
London). His present work is 
a report, in 16 chapters, of a 
brief visit to Irac and the 
shrine of the Shia Moslems at 
Nejat (Southern Iraq) on the 
eve of the UN partition de- 
cision in 1947. “A-Diffa,.” the 
Old City Arabic daily, praises 
Nashashibi’s new book as a 
“bold and simecre effort to 
describe the impressions of a 
Palestinian in Iraq on the eve 
of the outbreak of the Pales- 
tine war.”

obvious that the longer the 
present deadlock lasts the 
more it threatens to turn the 
cold war into a sheoting one.
